| Queer Russian Sect Which Has Be- 
| come Canadianized. 

| The Doukhobor women have been 
| reclaimed from the plow. 

| No longer do they sweat in the fields 
| of Canada instead of horses. Even as 
| their men are ceasing to be the wild 
| wanderers and fanatical spirit-wrest- 
ij lers they were when they appeared 
dn the northwest several years ago, so 
itu. new world’s environments have 
| drawn the women back from the brute 
level, to which they had been degrad- 
ed, to the home, with its cooking, its 
spinning and-its weaving — old@me 
‘ tusks, it is true, but tasks adjusted to 
their strength. 

The melting pot of this western 
| world has recast even the Doukhobors, 
The colony boasts of a substantial 
| schoolhouse, Doukhobor teachers were 
| educated in the schools and returned 
, © impart the knowledge to their fel- 

low-colonists. 

Ridiculed by Canada the Doukho- 
bors’ pilgrimages in the dead of win- 
| ter, through snow-covered roads to 
; meet their ‘‘Christ,’’ made them the 

laughing stock of the country. But 

those crudities are things of the past; 
| they have become Canadianized in 
| the true sense of the word. 
| There are two colonies of Doukho-

Nearly every year the Beef Trust| 


is brought into court for breaking the 
Sherman anti-trust aw. There is a 
case in progress now in the District 
Court at Chicago against ‘the Beef 
Trust for having been accused of be- 
ing an illegal combination in restraint 
of trade. It is said the Beef Trust 
knows no law. In previous cages evi- 
dence has shown that 98 
of all the cattle killed in leading 
western centres were sJuughtered by 
the Trust, which it was also shown 
controlled 75 per cent. of the meat 
trade in New York, 85 per cent. in 
Boston, 85 per cent. in Providence, 
and in a number of other important 
cities from 50 to 90 per cent. 

‘In view of this indisputable evi- 
dence, it is not difficult to understand 
the depleted condition of the rural 
districts of the Eastern States. Note 
that 95 per cent. of the raw supply 
in the West is killed by the Trust, 
which also controls from 50 to 95 per 
cent. of the meat trade in the large 
eastern cities, The Beef Trust has 
thus robbed the Eastern farmer of his 
rightful heritage, the home market 
in the adjacent large industrial cen- 


tres. The west and the East have 
been bound together in the tight 
grasp of two tentacles, which have, 


shot out greedily from the huge cen- 
tral body at Chicago. If but another 
tentacle could be extended northward 
and coiled around the producing re- 
gions of Canada, what rich blood 
could be sucked into the heart of 
this massive creature. 

The Beef Trust exerts its enormous 
control by getting hold of the rail- 
roads and then monopolizing sources 
of raw supply. President Ripley, of 
the Santa Fe Railroad, in 1905, before 
the Insterstate Commerce Commission 
said: “The packing house business 
today is concentrated in so few hands 
that this fact, together with the keen 
competition between railroads, prac- 
tically makes it possible for them to 
dictate rates for dressed beef and 
packing house products.’’ The Beef 

rust each day ships out of Chicago 
600 cars of packing house products. 
Armours alone control over a dozen 
car lines; they own over 14,000 re- 
frigerator cars representing an_ in- 
vestment of $14,000,000 and the own- 
ers of these cars besides enjoying 
special rates, also draw a rental from 
the railroads for every one of these 
cars than run over their lines. Swift 
& Co, for the fiscal year ending 
January, 1909, did $240,000,000 worth 
of business. The largest Canadian 
packing house does a_ business of 
about $5,000,000 a year. Put both 
concerns on a free market; would it 
be a fair deal? A 

Dressed meats and meat products of 
different kinds came into Canada 
from the United States last year, 
ending March, 1911, to the extent of 
over $3,000,000. The great proportion 
of these imports came from the Beef 
Trust and in face of the duties, Re- 
duce the tariff on packing house pro- 
ducts, as Reciprocity proposes to do, 
and give the Beef Trust free access 
to our natural products, and you 
simply petpetasie and aid a gross 
evil as well as imperil the best in- 
terests of Canada.

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BEGUM IN ENGLAND. 


Indian Princess Visited Coronation te 
Pay Homage. 

One of the most interesting women 
in the world is in England at present, 
where she visited the coronation. She 
is the Begum of Bhopal, also styled 
th: Sultan of Shah Jehan, an anne 
tiny native princess of India, who has 
left her .ealm for the second time in 
her life to } _y homuge to the King of 
England, who as Emperor of India is 
her Suzerain. 

After arriving in London she was 
ordered to Nauheim, Germany, for the 
cure, but, becoming dissatisfied, she 
Wis about to return to England when 
her doctor firmly informed her she 
must submit herself to the regimen 
he prescribed if she desired to be 
cured, 

Neuther, the Begum’s astrologer, 
was taken aside by the physician in 
London and warned that if she did not 
submit to the cure she might drop off 
any day. The astrologer threw his 
influence on the side of the German 
physician, and the Begum reluctantly 
consented to remain and obey. 

In India her Highness is one of the 
great potentates, for she is sovereign 
over a million people, and the area of 
her domain extends 7,000 square 
miles, 

Her Highness has the unique dis- 
ti..ction of being the only woman rul- 
er in the world to comman and ride 
a‘ the head of her own troops in ac- 
tion. She did this ten years ago, soon 
after her accession, when she was 
making a pilgrimage to Mecca, the 
first time one Trad ever left her coun- 
try. Although the Tureey was of a 
toligious character, the L+,um was ac- 
companied by a bodyguard of nearly 
a thousand men. In crossing a desert 
they were fiercely attacked by strong 
bands of mounted Arabs, The Begum, 
then fifty years of age, at once mount- 
ed a horse and ‘i.e desert was treated 
to the sight of a woman, with veil 
drawn tight about her fac? — which 
had never been gazed upon by man— 
bis with eyes blazing through peep- 
holes in the mask, leading a victorious 
ol.arge @gainst the enemy. 

King George has taken the keenest 
interest in the Begum’s work among 
her people, and in consequence she is 
the only wonian in the British Km- 

ire to wear an order of knighthood, 
having been decorated with the order 
of Grand Commander of the Star of 
India. 

The peculiar fact that the crown of 
Bhopal passes from mother to daugh- 
ter instead of from father to son—the 
ruler’s husband being called a Nawab, 
a male title she also bears herself— 
mav account for the Begum’s success- 
ful innovations at home. At any rate 
woman suffrage advocates might well 
cite her as an example of woman's 
might. 

Here are some of the things she has 
brought about in her portion of “un- 
enlightened India’: tate railways 
throughout the length and breadth of 
her domain, police in every communi- 
ty, hospitals in all the large cities, 
schools in every village. The hospi- 
t's only use native medicines, which 
are a part of the religious belief, but 
in the City of Bhopal, the capital, 
there are institutions where the sick 
aiz hygienically cared for. 

In a.dition to affairs of state her 
Highness has found time to get an 
excellent knowledge of English and 
other languages and to become a real 
artist in oils and water color. 

On arriving in England the Begum 
established herself at the beautiful 
estate of Patteson Court, Redhill, 
Surrey, which she has leased for the 
scason. The next day sh: had a pri- 
vate audience with King George and 
Queen Mary in Buckingham Palace. 

While the Begum is in England her 
observance of the purdah, or veiling 
of ‘he face, is as strict as in her own 
c untry, and as one of the royal guests 
at the coronation she had a special 
guard to prevent the scrutiny of all 
men, 


) In Memory of Edward VII. 

One of the first of the Aberdeen 
memorials to the late King Edward ia 
that about to be crected within the 
grounds at Balmoral—the gift of the 
tenants and servants on the royal 
estates on Deeside. It is a combina- 
tion of drinking fountain and cranite 
seats. The centre portion consists »f 
a large drinking basin, richly mould. 
ed and carved, Over the basin is a 
fine axed panel with an exquisitely 
carved shell, from which the water 
flows, and on the top of the panel are 
carted the imperial crown, the rose, 
thistle, and shamrock. The granite 
seats on either side of the fountain 
extend 15 feet, and are semi-circular, 
finishing at the ends with large 
moulded scrolls, Carved in high re- 
lief on the back of each seat are the 
royal monogram and the dates 1901 
and 1910. The inscription reads: ‘To 
the memory of King Edward the 
Seventh, 1911. From the tenants and 
servants of Balmoral, Abergeldie, and 
Birkhall.” 


Gladstone's Favorite,

stone’s A.D.C.'s, recalls the fact that 
Miss Drew was the favorite grand- 
child and companion of the late Mr. 

She has been the 
subject of many pretty stories, one 
being to the effect that she once non- 

lussed the G.O.M. on a Bibtical sub. 
ect. The famous statesman was 
trving to induce her to get up earlier, 
“Why don't you get up, my child?”

Mr, Borden's Protective Polley 


In his meeting with the Grain 
Growers of Manitoba at Winnipeg 
Mr. Borden expressed himself in 
favor of Government ownership and 
operation of the Hudson Bay railway; 
in favor of State control and opera- 


‘ion of terminal elevators; and in 


yavor of Government assistance to 
the chilled meat industry. 

He was opposed to any increase in 
the British preference; he was op- 
posed to reciprocity with the States; 
he would refer any readjustment of 
the tariff to a tariff commision, 

These answer made it evident that 
Mr. Borden intends to go the 
protective tariff policy “wholehog”. 
The matters of Hudson Bay railway, 
terminal elevators, and chilled meat 
industry do not affect the protected 
manufacturers in the slightest, con- 
sequently Mr. Borden was free to 
take advanced ground for Commis- 
sion management of these enterprises 
Mr. Borden declared himself in favor 

(the control of lands, timber and 
minerals by the several provinces, but 
he said never a word about sthools, 
Ts his policy to return to the several 


provinces the full control of the 
school system as in Manitoba? That 
was the policy of Western Conserva- 
tives in the 1905 election. What is 
their policy today? 

In reading of Mr. Borden’s fears 
for Canadian railways and Canadian 
nationality one cannot help but won- 
der how he expects reasonable men 
outside his party to give him confi- 
dence, in the face of these facts. 
1,--The United States can at any 
time on its own initiative reduce the 
duties on Canadian natural products, 
and deflect Canadian trade to the 
south. 
2.—The reciprocity agreement is not 
a treaty, and can be terminated at 
any time by either party. Why can 
not Canadian people have a trial of 
reciprocity with the States? 
8.—The bank railway and merger 
stocks of Canada with reciprocity in 
sight have never reached such “high 
water mark” values in the stock mar- 
ket.—-Red Dee: or Advocate,

The advance announcement of the 
location of the Summer Training 
Schools of the Alberta Sunday 
School Association has come to hand. 
The idea is a truly splendid one. 
That emphasis should be placed up- 
on the training of the teachers who 
lead the young in the study of the 
best code of ethics ever given to man 
and to imbibe the spirit that makes 
for study Christian character build- 
ing is granted in this age of the 
world. In importance this branch of 
mind education is not second to any 
other. It renmiained for the associa- 
tion to combine pleasure and profit 
by providing that a fine course of ad- 
dresses on pertinent subjects should 
be given amid the most pleasant en- 
vironments. This year the Summer 
schools of Alberta are to be address- 
ed by Miss Helen Palk of Winnipeg. 
A Provincial Normal school teacher 
with recognized ability of method 
and matter, an expert Sunday School 
teacher of experience and with a re- 
cord of successfulness, no stranger to 
Alberta as she was with the Mid- 
summer Tour party in the summer of 
191) in their Alberta tour, she is 
singularly competent to instruct in 
the subject of “How to Teach.” She 
will also give three “Evening Talks” 
at each school “The Master Work- 
min”, “Bending the Sapling” and 
“The ‘teen’ Age”. She leads the 
Story Hour around the glowing 
camp fire in the “Twilight Period”. 
Professor Dyde. the recently ap- 
gah Principal of the new Presby- 

tarian College to be established in 
Alberta will address the schools at 
Blairmore and Banff on Bible Study 
Under Professor Dyde’s exposition 
the Bible Study Hour each morning 
will be rich in thoughfulness and 
abounding in interest. 

The Missionary Department will 
be particularly interesting being in 
charge of Harold Woodsworth, B. A., 
fresh from two years educational 
work in Japan under the Internation- 
al Committee of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. From the 
worthy son of a worthy sire great 
thing are expected and to make the 
subject more interesting and instruc- 
tive a full line of missionary models, 
pictures and literature will be dis- 
played. Rev. E. S. Bishop, Mission- 
ary Superintendent of the Alberta 
Sunday School Association, will at- 
tend the Sylvan Lake, Blairmore and 
Banff summer schools in the inter- 
ests of that department.

At our next camping-place on the 
Guaso Nyiro, in British East Africa, 
our fisherman had a very narrow es:

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ARBITRATION 


A SUCCESS! 


PEACE PACT IS NOW WORKING 
FOR GENERAL GOOD 


Pecuniary Claims Outstanding for 
Years on Fair Way to Adjustment 
—Great Britain and the United 
States Reaching an Agreement on 
Many Vexed Questions, Many of 
Them of Long Standing. 


Washington.—The principle of arbi- 
tration ot international disputes in 
so far as its application to the United 
States and Great Britain is concerned 
received a pronounced impetus re- 
cently when Secretary of State Knox 
and Ambassador Bryce signed the 
first schedule of certain 
claims existing between the United 
States and Great Britain, and the 
terms of their submission in arbitra- 
tion in accordance with the special 
agreements signed August 18th fast 

Not satisfied with this accomplish- 
ment for one day the secretary and 
ambassador then further lent their en- 
ergies in the cause of international 
peace by conferring for an hour on the 
proposed general arbitration treaty 
which is to supplant, by broadening 
its scope, the very convention under 
which the pecuniary claims will be 
arbitrated. This conference was de- 
voted to questions relating primarily 
to phraseology.’ It is admitted in offi- 
cial quarters that the treaty is all but 
completed and the administration is 
confident it will be finished in time 
for submission to the senate for rati- 
fication for the present session. 

The pecuniary claims to be arbitrat- 
ed aggregate several million dollars. 
some of theni are long standing, even 
antedating the war of 1812, while 
many more grew out of the Philip- 
pines war. Others relate to fisheries 
and the Fiji Islands. This arbitration 
will be the second under the general 
arbitration treaty of 1908 between 
America and England. The first sub- 
ject taken under that convention be- 
ing the North Atlantic fisheries dis- 
pute which was settled by The Hague 
tribunal last summer. 


Dreadnoughts Doomed 

London.—The approaching doom of 
the battleship Dreadnought, and sup- 
erdreadnought type has become a live 
question in British naval circles in 
which Sir Philip Watts, admiralty 
director of naval construction, is cred- 
ited with having designed already an 
entirely new type of fighting ship. 

Next year’s naval programme an- 
ticipates the retention of the all 
big gun principle, but it is believed 
that the ship will be coniderably 
smaller in displacement, averaging be- 
tween 17,000 and 18,000 tons. It is ex- 
pected that the new type will be su- 
perior to the present battleships in 
fighting in shallow’ waters, 
though the fact that it will not offer 
such a fine target for the enemy as 
the Dreadnoughts now in commission, 
the armament of the new type will be 
the same as the present monsters. 

Through the combination of tur- 
bine and reciprocating engines, it is 
expected that the new battleships 
will make a speed of from 34 to 36 
knots. 


Will Tow Floating Dock to Montreal 

Ottawa.—Vickers, Sons & Maxim's 
floating dock for Montreal is to be 
constructed at the works of the firm 
in England. It will be necessary to 
cross the Atlantic up the St. Lawrence 
and to Montreal. 


This will, it is thought, constitute a! 


towing record, as the work will be 
done by three big Dutch tugs, and 
there will be no convoy. Every time 
a floating dock has been moved here- 
tofore it has been powerfully con- 
voyed by battleships. Battleships 


were on hand to render aid through-, 


out the voyage of the American dry- 
dock from the Atlantic coast to 
Manila. Nothing was done when the 
British dock was towed to Bermuda. 


The Montreal dock will bé built next’ 


winter and towed to Montreal during 
the summer. It will lift 25,000 tons 
and have a length of 850 feet.

WARMER WINTERS PREDICTED 


Major R, A. Marriott Says That 
Climatic Conditions Have Under- 
gone Remarkable Change 
London.—‘‘Why We May Expect 
Warmer Winters,” is the comforting 
title of a pamphlet published by 

Major R. A. Marriott. 

“Capt. Scott,” writes Major Mar- 
iriott, ‘fon his return from the Antarc- 
|tic expedition, emphasized, the rapid- 
jity with which the south polar ice was 
‘retreating. It is a well-known fact 
that in the northern regions a similar 
condition of things is taking place. 

“In Canada certain lands bordering 
on the north have been hitherto re- 
| ported ‘too ice-bound ‘for agricultural 
operations, but large tracts have now 
| been found to present favorable cli- 
|matie conditions owing to some 
| change that has taken place. 
| “Iceland now belies its name, for in| 
‘mid-December, 1910, there was no} 
, snow and scarcely any frost.’ 
| Major Marriott suggests that the 
change is due to the diminishing obli- 
| quity of the earth’s axis. 
| In two diagrams he depicts the world 
|at different stages of its history, first 
jin the year 1364, B.C., when the globe 
| swung at an inclination of 35 degrees. 
|The polar regions then occupied a far 
greater extent than they do today, 
‘and the glacial epoch was reigning 
{over the earth. he other diagram 
| shows the present obliquity of 23 de- 
grees, with the polar regions consid- 
erably shrunken. 
| “The year 2205 A.D.,” continues 
|Major Marriott, ‘marks the apex of 
|the genial period, when the contrast 
between summer and winter will be 
least. This year is only 385 years 
ahead of us, and we might reasonably 
expect each century of approach to 
show some slight modification of 
climate.”

THE KING 
VISITS DUBLIN 


THEIR MAJESTIES RECEIVED 


ROYAL WELCOME 


King George and Queen Mary Greeted 
by the Irish Populace—There Was 
No Civic Welcome Extended, but 
Greeting Was Nevertheless Cordial 
—His Majesty Replies to Address 
of Welcome, 


Dublin—King George and Queen 
fury received) an enthusiastic wel- 
come when they landed in the state 
barge at Kingstown and touched Irish 
soil for the first time. A vast crowd 
thronged the wharves and cheer after 
cheer went up as Lord and Lady Ab- 
erdeen greeted their Royalties, while 
the fleet thundered its welcome from 
the bay. 

Besides the King and Queen were 
the Prince of Wales, the Princess 
Mary, the Duke of Connaught and a 
brilliant staff. As their majesties 
stepped ashore, the chairman of the 
Kingstown council, presented an ad- 
dress to which the king replied in 
these words: 

“Land the queen hastened our visit 
to the Irish people, in whose welfare 
our interest is deep and abiding.” 

This brief speech was received with 
great cheering and was taken as an 
indication of the king's good will to- 
wards Ireland, The king then inspect- 
ed the Naval Guard of Honor. The 
queen and Princess Mary, and their 
purty was presented with beautiful 
bouquets, after which the party enter- 
ed the state landau and drove through 
cheering crowds on their way to Dub- 
lin. No official civic welcome greeted 
their majesties upon their arrival in 
Dublin, the news of the row in the 
city council over the manner of the 
King’s welcome having reached his 
majesty’s ears and caused him te 
send word that Lord Mayor Farrell's 
presence would be emburrassing, 

Lord Mayor Farrell insisted that he 
would welcome their majesties in the 
name of the city and this resulted in 
such a row in the Dublin city coun 
cil that the council had taken steps 
to remove the mayor should he per- 
sist in his attitude. This action and 
the wishes of the king kept the Lord 
Mayor from being present at the wel- 
coming exercises but he was present 
later at Trinity College as a member 
of the reception committee of that in- 
stitution, Lord Mayor Farrell, had 
announced also that he would present 
un address to the king, but his plan 
was blocked by his opponents who 
plentifully daubed with fresh paint 
the stand erected at Leeson street 
bridge, just at the edge of the city. 
The entry into the city was informal. 
Preceded by a detachment of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and escort- 
ed by the Fifth Royal Lancers, the 
royal party was driven to Dublin 
Castle. At Monkstown church and 
Ballsbridge, addresses were presented 
by the local reception committees, but 
in these two instances there was an 
entire absence of civic or other repre- 
sentative officials. After luncheon at 
Dublin Castle, the king and his party 
were driven to the Royal College of 
Science, which His Majesty. formally 
opened, 

Later he visited Trinity College, 
where he received an address of wel- 
come from the university authorities. 
Dublin had been decorated for the 
occasion by a non-political committee 
which wus supported by the citizens. 
The Nationalists adopted a passively 
friendly attitude, but did not partici- 
pate in the official receptions. The- 
occasion was treated generally as 
holiday and the streets were crowded. 

Students from Trinity College gath-- 
ered in force on College Green and 
gave their majesties an enthusiastic: 
welcome. It was noticed in the great 
crowds that lined the streets that the 
majority of the onlookers did not rafse 
their hats. 

Members of the Sinn Fein society, 
in order to avoid the appearance of 
giving their approval to the weleom- 
ing of the king and queen went by 
train to the grave of Wolfe Tone in 
the church yard at Bolenstown, where 
they held a meeting to protest against 
the reception given the English king 
and queen by the municipal authori- 
ties of Dublin. 

Among other affairs which the king 
attended was the opening of a play 
centre in the poorest of all the dis- 
tricts iu Dublin. It was a time of the 
greatest anxiety for the police before 
the king’s arrival. The police and 
crowd had several encounters in one 
of which a sergeant’s arm was broken, 
Troops were brought up but were not 
required, As soon as the king appear. 
ed, the people who are perhaps the 
poorest of his subjects were carried 
away with enthusiasm and gave him 
by far the most loyal weleome of the 
day. Men and women, who had been 
jeering the police and soldiers, broke 


into hearty cheers, which continued 
throughout the district. The king and 
queen, although tired, showed their 


great pleasure at this ovation, which 
was entirely unexpected in the
